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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-6 and 16-18 are allowed. 
Claims 7, 8, 10 and 12-15 are cancelled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the cited art 
discloses a process for finishing textile materials which includes 1-350 nm sized particles, an 
organic polymer, and an emulsifier of ethylene and carboxylic acid. Additionally, there is no 
teaching of a particular embodiment with the solid particles present in 5.5 g/L of the solution. 
Waeber et al. (US 2005/0066448) teaches a process for applying a finish to a textile material 
which includes the solids in a fraction of 1 .5-5 g/L. Waeber fails to teach the requirements of the 
solid fi-action over 5.5 g/L and the particular ethylene/carboxylic acid emulsifier. Kim teaches 
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the use of an EAA emulsifier with organic polymers, but is silent as to a textile finishing process. 
There is no motivation to combine the required aspects of Waeber and Kim.
